During  the  period  that  "Philadelphia 
Jack"  O'Brien,  that  crafty,  scientific  ex- 
ponent of  fisticuffs  from  the  Quaker 
City  of  Brotherly  Love,  was  kingpin  of 
the  light  heavyweight  division,  Chappie 
looked  after  his  financial  affairs  and  also 
donned  the  gloves  for  exercise  during  the 
training  sessions.

^  The  next  big  event  on  the  calendar 
is  the  annual  New  Year's  Day  hike  and 
dip  in  old  Mother  Ocean,  slated  for  Janu- 
ary 1,  1945.  This  winter  the  committee 
in  charge  of  the  run  to  The  Olympic  Club 
at  Lakeside  is  anxious  to  have  as  many 
of  the  participants  as  possible  don  straw 
hats  and  give  the  customary  dash  into 
the  foaming  breakers  of  the  Pacific  Ocean 
that  genuine  summer  touch. 

This  annual  hike  and  dip  has  been  one 
of  the  traditions  of  the  Club  for  many 
decades. 

Motion  pictures  were  taken  of  the 
Olympians  rushing  playfully  into  the 
surf,  sporting  straw  hats  and  other 
summer  apparel.  These  films  were  sent 
into  the  snow-burdened  districts  and 
shown  in  news  reels  to  let  the  movie  fans 
know  that  it  was  summertime  in  Cali- 
fornia and  that  San  Francisco  was  a  real 
summer  resort.  The  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce deemed  the  annual  New  Year's 
Day  hike  and  dip  of  The  Olympic  Club 
to  be  one  of  the  city's  richest  assets  and 
played  it  up  in  a  big  way  to  attract 
visitors. 

However,  the  war  put  a  quietus  on  this 
type  of  advertising  to  publicize  our  cli- 
mate. With  restrictions  placed  on  rail- 
road, bus  and  motor-car  travel,  the  vari- 
ous bureaus  which  heretofore  had  sent 
pictures  of  this  run  and  dash  into  the 
sea  to  other  cities  in  an  effort  to  attract 
tourists  were  forced  to  slow  down,  as 
there  were  no  hotel  accommodations  as 
well  as  no  transportation  facilities. 

Nevertheless,  despite  these  handicaps, 
Olympians  in  charge  of  the  1945  run  are 
desirous  of  keeping  up  the  spirit  of  the 
occasion  and  not  only  want  a  record  turn- 
out, but  are  anxious  to  have  the  hikers 
look  more  like  those  shown  in  the  ac- 
companying picture,  taken  years  ago, 
when  they  cavort  on  the  sandy  beach  ad- 
jacent to  the  picturesque  Lakeside  Coun- 
try Clubhouse.  So  get  out  that  old  straw 
"katy"  and  a  few  parasols,  'cause  it's  a 


cinch  to  be  warm  and  sunny.  'Tis  never 
"unusual  weather"  when  good  Olympians 
get  together  for  their  annual  frolic.  Sign 
up  now  so  that  the  chef  at  Lakeside  will 
know  well  in  advance  just  how  many  will 
answer  the  call  for  breakfast.

History  of  The  Olympic  Club's  Champion  Soccer  Teams 
from  1914  to  1924,  as  related  to  the  writer 
by  Edgar  Pomeroy. 


4  To  write  the  story  of  The  Olympic 
Club's  Association  (soccer  to  you)  foot- 
ball teams  for  the  past  thirty  years  of 
their  official  existence  would  fill  a  small 
book,  as  the  real  story  of  the  young  men 
who  were  members  of  the  teams  during 
that  period  is  one  of  romance  .  .  .  hilarity 
.  .  .  and  some  pathos. 

The  first  unofficial  game  played  by 
Club  members  was  against  a  strong  team 
from  the  H.  M.  S.  Warspite,  then  on  a 
visit  to  San  Francisco  in  1911.  Strangely 
while  our  boys  were  entirely  ignorant 
of  the  science  of  soccer  their  superior 
weight,  speed,  and  condition  enabled 
them  to  score  an  upset  victory  over  the 


more  experienced  Britishers.  Later, 
games  to  introduce  soccer  were  played 
at  Fort  Baker  and  Fort  Mason.  Members 
of  the  historic  first  unofficial  Olympian 
Soccer  team  were:  Otto  Wallfisch,  Pete 
Skeve,  Harry  MacKenzie,  Dick  Burden, 
Fred  Lynch,  S.  Milton  Haley,  Bill  Judge, 
C.  E.  Laumeister,  Fred  Brown,  Harry 
Elliott,  and  yours  truly. 

The  first  official  recognition  by  the 
Board  of  Directors  of  our  Club  took  place 
in  1914  when  I  was  appointed  Soccer 
Commissioner  and  was  instructed  to  enter 
a  team  in  the  California  Association  Foot- 
ball League  (now  the  San  Francisco 
Football  League ) .  This  marked  the  first

entry  of  a  big  American  athletic  club 
into  active  participation  in  soccer  compe- 
tition and  did  much  to  aid  in  the  recog- 
nition of  the  game  as  an  American  sport. 

Although  we  started  from  scratch  with 
a  team  of  mixed  rugby  and  soccer  play- 
ers, the  squad  gradually  developed  into 
a  real  contender  and  only  lost  the  1914-15 
California  A.  F.  League  championship 
by  a  few  points.  Encouraged  by  this  suc- 
cess, the  team  redoubled  its  efforts  the 
next  season  and  captured  the  C.  A.  F.  L. 
Cup  and  medals.  Members  of  this 
history-making  team  were:  Fred  Swain, 
captain,  Harry  Elliott  (also  a  great 
cricketer  of  that  period),  Jack  Balmain, 
Harry  Hancock,  Archie  Middleton,  Bar- 
bera  from  the  University  of  California, 
Charley  Anderson,  Bob  Timmis,  Bill 
O'Connor,  and  Tommy  James.

^  When  Edgar  Pomeroy,  for  business 
reasons,  left  San  Francisco  in  1924,  the 
game  of  soccer  football  suffered  a  great 
loss.  "Pom,"  as  he  is  affectionately 
called,  was  not  only  the  organizer  of  the 
first  team  and  first  Soccer  Commissioner 
for  The  Olympic  Club,  but  was  also 
known  as  the  "Father  of  Soccer"  in  Cali- 
fornia. In  addition,  he  was  recognized 
in  an  official  sense  as  the  "man  behind 
the  game,"  in  so  far  as  the  Club  was 
concerned. 

However,  the  Board  of  Directors  made 
a  wise  choice  in  the  appointment  of  Ver- 
non S.  Showell,  an  old-time  soccer  player 
and  Club  member,  who  had  the  assist- 


ance of  Fred  Swain,  a  former  Olympian 
captain.  Vernon's  first  problem  was  to 
find  new  players  to  replace  those  who 
had  dropped  out  after  serving  the  Club 
for  many  years  in  a  meritorious  manner. 

I  was  appointed  Soccer  Commissioner 
in  1929  and,  although  the  system  of  com- 
missioners was  temporarily  abolished 
when  Percy  Locey  was  appointed  Ath- 
letic Director,  I  remained  in  charge  of  the 
soccer  team  and  was  ably  assisted  by  that 
real  live  wire — Bob  "Shorty"  Roberts. 

At  this  stage  of  the  Club's  soccer  his- 
tory, the  sole  survivor  of  the  old  cham- 
pionship team  was  Bob  "Big  Bertha" 
Roberts.   This  necessitated  the  rebuild- 


ing of  a  new  team  around  him  and  the 
new  line-up  was  successful  in  keeping  the 
Winged  "0"  in  the  front  rank  for  a 
number  of  years.  Five  successive  times 
it  was  successful  in  the  League  compe- 
tition, and  it  also  captured  the  State  title 
three  times — all  told,  it  won  ten  major 
championships  from  1925  through  1934. 
The  years  of  victory  in  the  League  compe- 
tition were:  1925,  1926,  1930,  1931, 
1932,  1933,  and  1934;  while  the  State 
championship  was  won  in  1924,  1932, 
and  1933.  Also  in  1932,  the  No.  2  team 
won  the  Intermediate  championship,  the 
first  and  second  teams  going  through  the 
season  without  a  defeat. 

Total  goals  scored  by  the  senior  team 
during  that  period  was  432,  while  their 
opponents  were  only  able  to  score  an 
aggregate  of  169.  From  1929-30  through

Principally 
because  too  many  Olympians  did  not 
understand  what  it  was  all  about  and  how 
they  could  help.  Every  lap  that  you  swim 
in  the  Club  pool,  even  if  it  takes  you  a 
half-hour  to  swim  that  lap,  will  count  in 
the  final  score  for  Olympia,  if  you  put 
it  down  in  the  big  book  on  the  desk  by 
the  pool. 

Thousands  of  laps  were  lost  last  year 
because  many  members  thought  that  they 
had  to  sign  up  or  become  a  member  of 
a  team,  or  in  some  manner  become  com- 
petitive, which  is  far  from  the  truth.  The 
one  or  two  laps  that  you  swim  and  prop- 
erly recorded  is  just  another  hand  to 
help  this  Club  achieve  success  in  this 
national  contest. 

Last  year  Andy  Gallagher,  the  thrush- 
voiced  shower-room  soloist,  swam  his 
dozen  laps  per  day,  but  didn't  put  them 
in  the  book  because  he  thought  he  had 
to  be  in  a  contest,  and  couldn't  see  with- 
out his  glasses  to  write  in  the  book.  This 
year  if  you  see  Andy  emerging  from  the 
pool,  lead  him  over  to  the  book  and  write 
them  down  for  him.  He'll  be  swimming. 
He  keeps  in  good  physical  condition  with 
his  daily  paddles,  but  we  don't  want  to 
lose  his  laps  this  year. 

Henry  Sanford,  the  eminent  attorney, 
who  Tarzan  trims  his  swim  trunks  be-

men,  and  sophomores  under  the  draft 
age,  we  were  a  little  bit  concerned  about 
the  results. 

And  now,  as  our  coaches  face  another 
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game  on  New  Year's  Day,  1945,  in  which 
tough  "old"  soldiers,  sailors,  and  ma- 
rines with  All-American  recognition 
safely  pasted  in  their  clipping  books  will 
again  face  a  largely  civilian  team  of 
Eastern  college  youngsters,  it  might  be 
well  to  see  exactly  what  happened  to  such 
a  contest  last  year. 

You  remember  that  for  a  West  team 
we  went  to  the  Fourth  Air  Force  and  the 
other  service  teams,  all  reeking  with  great 
names  of  long  experience  in  football? 
You  remember  that  for  some  reason  or 
other  the  Eastern  colleges  still  seemed  to 
have  some  civilians,  and  the  outstanding 
players — Andy  Kerr  and  Dr.  George 
Hauser — selected  were  mostly  beardless 
youths  too  young  for  service  or  perhaps 
an  occasional  4F? 

And  do  you  remember  that  the  betting 
was  three  to  one  in  favor  of  the  West? 

But  do  you  remember  what  happened? 

The  statistics  have  it  that  the  East  made 
309  yards  on  the  ground  alone  to  43  yards 
for  the  West;  made  15  first-downs  to  the 
West's  4  and  had  every  reason  to  feel 
that  they  had  earned  more  than  the  13 
to  13  tie  shown  on  the  score  boards. 

All  of  which  is  not  nearly  so  important 
to  me  as  that  it  was  one  of  the  most  thrill- 
ing football  spectacles  the  60,000  fans 
had  ever  seen.  The  65-yard  run  by  old 
Dick  Renfro  of  Washington  State  for  a 
touchdown,  carrying  a  pass  from  young 
Wedemeyer,  the  Hawaiian  from  Saint 
Mary's;  the  56-yard  run  by  18-year-old 
Sensanbaugher  of  Ohio  State  in  an  East 
team  surprise  switch  from  single  and 
double-wing  backs  to  T  formation;  Sen- 
sanbaugher's  second  long  run  from  a 
T  formation  for  40  yards;  Presto  John- 
ston, 23-year-old  Southern  Methodist  en- 
sign and  his  59-yard  kick  to  the  East's 
4-yard  line;  and  the  great  24-year-old 
Alabama  Jimmy  Nelson  living  up  to  all 
his  clippin's  all  the  way. 

And  once  again,  as  Bill  Leiser  con- 
cluded, "the  pageant  and  the  game  made 
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4  Had  it  not  been  for  the  fact  that  the 
"mike"  went  dead  just  when  Dr.  Albert 
de  Ferrari  was  about  to  give  out  with  his 
best  speech  of  the  evening,  we  would  have 
voted  the  Water  Carnival  night  last 
month  by  far  the  finest  amateur  aquatic 
show  ever  to  be  shown  in  these  parts. 

The  show — and  that's  just  what  it 
was — was  replete  with  brilliant  exhi- 
bitions by  some  of  the  nation's  outstand- 
ing aquatic  aces.  We  mentioned  in  the 
pre-carnival  story  that  lovely  girls  had 
the  spotlight  and  would  steal  the  show. 
We  will  not  exactly  retract  that  statement, 
but  we  do  want  to  go  on  record  as  say- 
ing that  the  members  of  the  male  gender 
who  took  part  need  not  feel  that  they 
were  playing  second  fiddle  in  this  artistic 
presentation. 

Up  to  the  time  that  the  "mike"  died, 
and  emcee  de  Ferrari  could  gargle  and 
croon  into  the  voice-amplifying  instru- 
ment, things  were  just  as  smooth  as  Wally 
Moeller's  bald  head.  The  "Doc"  had  pre- 
pared a  swell  speech  for  the  introduction 
of  Stephen  "Bud"  Richards,  youthful 
red-headed  Olympian,  who  just  a  few 
months  ago  was  swimming  and  playing 
water  polo  for  the  Club.  Bud  had  just 
returned  from  the  South  Pacific,  where 
he  had  seen  plenty  of  action.  Doc  de  Fer- 
rari wanted  to  tell  all  and  sundry  about 
Bud's  achievements  when,  blooie,  the 
mike  passed  out. 

Once  the  Doc  makes  up  his  mind  to 
say  something  there's  no  stopping  him. 
Dead  mike  or  no,  he  wasn't  going  to  let 
this  speech  die  aborning.  Stepping  right 
up  to  the  edge  of  the  pool,  he  raised  his 
voice  to  its  loudest  pitch  and  tried  to  tell 
the  pack-jammed  house  all  about  the 
heroic  young  Olympian  who  had  dis- 
tinguished himself  so  nobly  in  the  field 
of  battle.  Standing  in  the  wings — and 
one  of  the  very  few  who  could  really  hear 
what  Dr.  de  Ferrari  said — was  Bud.  He 
would  have  given  all  of  his  medals  and 
his  subscription  to  Esquire  to  have  been 
in  the  South  Pacific  at  that  moment.  He

blushed  to  the  roots  of  his  red  hair,  and 
you  could  hardly  tell  where  the  line  of 
demarkation  was. 

Many  of  the  Olympians  could  sense 
that  all  the  palaver  was  something  besides 
an  exhibition  by  Ann  Curtis  or  Zoe  Ann 
Olson,  and  when  Bud  did  step  out  to  take 
a  bow  he  got  a  grand  hand.  For  those 
who  listened  in  vain  to  try  to  hear  Doctor 
de  Ferrari's  speech  about  young  Rich- 
ards, this  is  the  gist  of  what  he  said: 

"At  this  time  I  would  like  to  introduce 


a  fellow  Olympian,  one  who  has  been  a 
member  for  the  past  ten  years.  Before 
the  war  he  brought  glory  to  the  Winged 
'0'  as  a  member  of  our  swimming  and 
water  polo  teams. 

"For  the  past  twenty-five  months  he 
has  distinguished  himself  along  other 
lines.  This  time,  playing  on  Uncle  Sam's 
team  flying  a  torpedo  bomber,  he  has  won 
the  distinguished  flying  cross — this  came 
for  torpedoing  a  Japanese  aircraft  carrier

Winged  "O"  Soccer 
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In  addition  to  our  regular  games  in 
the  C.  A.  F.  L.  competition,  we  began 
initiating  out-of-city  trips  to  play  teams 
not  competing  in  the  League.  These  in- 
cluded visits  to  Sacramento,  Grass  Valley, 
Coalinga,  Los  Angeles,  and  Santa  Rosa. 
The  fun,  adventures,  and  hardships  in 
those  pre-automobile  days  and  the  suc- 
cess of  the  various  teams  would  make  a 
story  of  its  own,  a  story  too  long  to  recite 
in  this  article. 

The  Pacific  International  Exposition 
was  scheduled  to  open  in  1915  and  Presi- 
dent William  F.  Humphrey,  acting  on 
behalf  of  the  Exposition  officials,  had 
me  appointed  as  chairman  of  one  of  the 
athletic  committees  and  I  was  able  to 
add  soccer  to  the  list  of  attractions  at 
the  Fair.  The  games  were  played  on  the 
same  Marina  Field  on  which  Lincoln 
Beachy  and  other  pioneer  flyers  did  their 
stunts,  the  time  being  divided  between 
soccer  and  flying.  Thus,  thousands  from 
all  over  the  United  States  saw  The  Olym- 
pic Club's  team  in  action,  and  it  was 
that  same  season  the  Winged  "0"  team 
was  greatly  strengthened  by  the  inclusion 
in  our  ranks  of  Charley  Ayers. 

In  1916  Jack  O'Connor,  brother  of 
Bill,  came  over  from  Lisbon  College, 
Portugal,  and  joined  our  team.  These 


two  splendid  athletes  of  Irish-Boer 
parentage  were  of  great  value  to  the 
Club's  success  and  played  for  a  number 
of  years.  Bill  was  one  of  the  greatest  cen- 
ters on  the  Pacific  Coast,  scoring  a  tre- 
mendous number  of  goals.  In  fact,  he 
was  so  good  that  San  Francisco  sporting 
goods  houses  used  to  exhibit  his  old  foot- 
ball shoes  in  their  windows  with  the 
sign — "The  shoes  that  get  goals." 

Other  great  centers  who  played  for  the 
Club  in  addition  to  Bill  O'Connor,  who 
could  not  be  diverted  by  trips  or  any 
kind  of  play  set  up  to  get  him  into  an 
argument,  were: 

Douglas  Monteith,  who,  with  Jack  Bal- 
main's  support  on  one  side  and  Harry 
Hancock's  on  the  other,  scored  a  record 
number  of  goals  in  the  1915  World's  Fair 
games. 

Bob  Foster,  who  played  inside  wing  to 
Bill  O'Connor  at  center  until  Bill  dropped 
out,  then  moved  to  center  where  he  be- 
came the  terror  of  all  teams.  Foster  first 
ployed  on  the  Club's  second  team  in 
1916  when  he  was  17  years  old,  was 
graduated  to  the  first  eleven  and  served 
the  Club  for  twenty  years,  at  the  end  of 
which  he  was  awarded  a  life  member- 
ship— something  he  thoroughly  deserved. 
Among  the  list  of  players  who  wore  the 
Winged  "0"  with  distinction  was  Bill 
Dykes,  whose  brilliant  displays  ranked 
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him  among  the  greatest  backs  who  ever 
played  in  California. 

Gradually  The  Olympic  Club's  interest 
in  soccer  grew.  After  1916  the  juvenile 
members  pleaded  for  a  team,  and  I  under- 
took its  organization.  First,  I  got  Sam 
Weekes  to  undertake  the  job  of  coaching 
and  Bob  D.  Roberts,  an  experienced 
player,  to  play  with  the  youngsters. 
Later  we  had  three  teams  in  the  senior, 
second,  and  junior  league,  and  in  each 
of  the  three  divisions  the  Club's  repre- 
sentatives did  well.  In  charge  of  the 
second  team  at  that  time  was  C.  G.  Chip- 
chase. 

In  addition  to  the  honors  won  on  the 
playing  field  by  the  Club's  representa- 
tives we  were  elated  by  the  election  in 
August,  1921,  of  William  H.  McCarthy, 
now  postmaster,  to  the  presidency  of  the 
California  Football  Association  League. 
This  was  the  first  time  a  member  of  The 
Olympic  Club  had  been  chosen  to  head 
a  soccer  association  in  California. 

For  the  benefit  of  those  of  our  mem- 
bers not  familiar  with  soccer  here  in  San 
Francisco,  I  will  point,  out  that  there 
are  two  distinct  competitions:  (1)  The 
League  competition,  which  is  decided  by 
the  majority  of  points  scored  during  the 
entire  season  during  which  each  team 
plays  each  other  twice;  (2)  The  State 


championship,  in  which  clubs  from  all 
over  the  State  of  California  participate. 

Then  there  was  also  the  Williamson 
Charity  Cup  competition  in  which  each 
team  was  limited  to  five  men  on  a  field 
of  the  same  dimensions  as  that  used  by 
an  eleven-man  team  .  .  .  and  the  winner 
had  to  go  through  the  schedule  without 
defeat.  Naturally,  that  form  of  compe- 
tition called  for  the  best  possible  con- 
dition, and  in  this  our  members  were  very 
successful,  winning  the  Cup  five  times 
from  1916  through  1922,  the  scores  of 
the  final  games  being:  1916 — The  Olym- 
pic Club,  1;  opponent,  0.  1917 — The 
Olympic  Club,  4;  opponent,  0.  1919 — 
The  Olympic  Club,  4;  opponent,  2. 
1920 — The  Olympic  Club,  4;  opponent,  2. 
1922 — The  Olympic  Club,  3;  opponent,  1. 
Total  points:  The  Olympic  Club,  16; 
opponent,  5. 

In  addition,  we  won  the  California 
F.  A.  League  Cup  in  1916  ...  and  1923 
.  .  .  and  the  championship  of  the  State 
of  California  in  1920  and  1921.  In  1922, 
however,  the  story  was  different,  as  we 
were  defeated  by  McKinley  Park,  splen- 
didly coached  by  our  present  commis- 
sioner, John  N.  Young.  After  that  I  in- 
vited John  to  join  The  Olympic  Club  and 
act  as  coach  of  our  team.  This  he  con- 
sented to  do. 
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in  the  Philippine  Islands  sea  battle;  one 
air  medal  for  sinking  a  transport,  and 
another  air  medal  for  sinking  an  inter- 
island  steamer.  Aside  from  this,  as  a 
member  of  Carrier  Air  Group  No.  2,  his 
entire  group  was  awarded  the  Presi- 
dential unit  citation. 

"In  the  first  battle  of  the  Philippine 
sea,  he  came  back  to  his  carrier  at  nine 
o'clock  at  night  with  only  ten  minutes' 
gasoline  left. 

"Let  me  read  off  some  of  his  engage- 
ments:  Palau,   New   Guinea  invasion, 
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Truk,  occupation  of  Marianas  (this  in- 
cluded Guam,  Saipan,  Rota,  and  Tinian) , 
four  successful  attacks  on  the  Bonin 
Islands,  which  are  only  five  hundred 
miles  southeast  of  Tokio;  Yap,  invasion 
of  Palau,  helped  MacArthur  at  Morotai, 
Mindanao,  central  Philippines — in  this 
battle  five  zeros  got  on  his  tail  and  he 
came  back  with  210  bullet  holes  in  his 
plane.  Also  a  two-day  attack  at  Manila. 

"It  is  my  pleasure  to  present  Lieu- 
tenant Stephen  'Bud'  Richards  of  the 
United  States  Navy.  Come  on  out,  Bud, 
and  take  a  bow." 

To  get  back  to  the  show  itself,  we  want 
to  compliment  George  Schroth  for  the 
grand  job  he  did,  not  only  for  the  spec- 


tacular fluorescent  numbers  presented, 
but  for  the  split-second  timing  and  pre- 
cision in  which  the  show  was  run  off. 
There  was  never  a  dull  moment  during 
the  entire  evening  and  not  a  single  lapse 
between  acts.  The  best  evidence  that  the 
show  was  eminently  successful  was  the 
fact  the  entire  packed  audience,  which 
was  standing  three-deep  behind  those 
who  came  early  enough  to  get  seats, 
stayed  until  the  last  act  had  been  pre- 
sented. 

Nobody  stole  the  show.  Every  act  was 
tops,  but  for  my  money  I  would  take 
another  dose  of  Lysle  Draves,  the  man 
who  dives  as  we  have  never  seen  anyone 
dive  before.

efforts  for  the  Club  in  the  last  test.  Leary, 
one-time  national  champion  and  one  of 
the  greatest  swimmers  of  all  time,  who 
starred  shortly  after  the  turn  of  the  cen- 
tury, boosted  his  daily  average  up  from 
two  laps  a  day  until  he  was  swimming  a 
mile.  Sandell,  many  years  younger,  had 
never  swum  more  than  ten  lengths  of  the 
pool  in  his  life  until  this  event  came 
along.  Sandell  swam  his  first  mile  in  this 


test  and  proved  to  himself  that  he  could 
swim  all  day  if  need  be. 

If  you  would  get  real  benefits  from 
swimming,  slow  down  your  present  pace, 
swim  more  laps  each  night,  and  by  the 
time  this  Mississippi  River  Swim  comes 
along  next  month,  you  will  be  ready  to

1933-34  the  Olympians  averaged  48  1/5 
goals  each  season  and  held  their  oppo- 
nents to  an  average  aggregate  of  13  3/5 
goals. 

It  is  especially  fitting  that  special  men- 
tion be  made  of  the  Number  One  and 
Number  Two  teams  of  1932-33. 

In  the  Number  One  team  were  Carl 
Wolters,  probably  the  greatest  goalkeeper 
ever  seen  in  California;  K.  B.  Hansen 
and  Bob  Thomson,  Ted  Thornton,  Tom 
Martin  and  Billy  Westergard,  Bill  Rus- 
sell, Alec  Love,  Bob  Foster,  Sandy  Rus- 
sell, and  Jim  McCallum,  with  Rudy  Olson 
as  alternate. 

Among  the  Number  Two  team  were: 
Bob  Roberts,  Harry  Dixon,  Tom  Barron, 
John  Thomson,  Larry  Hornstein,  Joe 
Hare,  Charlie  Smith,  Joe  Chriss,  Bill 
Barron,  Ed  Acey,  George  Hornstein, 
John  Boyd,  Gus  Velles,  Harry  Taylor, 
Scotty  Graham,  and  Fred  Brasier. 

In  sport  as  in  everything  else,  organi- 
zations have  their  lean  years  and  as  the 
former  champions  retired  one  by  one,  it 
was  difficult  to  find  replacements  of  a  like 
caliber.  The  Reserve  team  was  tempo- 
rarily dropped,  their  players  drafted  into 
the  senior  team  as  vacancies  occurred, 
and  by  this  method  The  Olympic  Club 
maintained  its  position  among  the  top 
rankers  right  up  until  the  last  of  the  old 
team  retired  in  1937-38. 

Rebuilding  the  team  started  once  again 
and  much  success  was  attained.  How- 
ever, just  as  we  were  about  to  reap  the 
full  benefit  along  came  the  war  and 
within  a  short  space  of  time  practically 
all  of  our  players  had  enlisted  in  the 
United  States  Forces.  Into  the  Navy  went 
Sandy  Fox,  Red  Thomson,  Fran  Smart, 
Martin  Olivarri,  Jim  Martin,  and  Bob 
Forbes.  To  the  Army  went  Bill  Allen, 
Gus  Donoghue,  Fred  Larsen,  Pete  Peder- 
son,  Fred  Albright,  Fred  Forest,  Bill  Ken- 
nedy, John  Moors,  Adolph  Meier,  Her- 
bert Goebel,  and  Herman  Feutsch.  To 
the  Marines  went  Max  Evans. 

At  least  two  of  these  boys  will  never 
come  back.  Adolph  Meier  was  killed  in 
the  Philippines  at  the  very  start  of  hostili- 
ties, while  Max  Evans  fell  at  Guam  in 
July  of  this  year.  In  addition,  Bill  Allen, 
a  bombardier,  was  shot  down  in  Germany 
two  years  ago  and  is  still  a  prisoner  of 
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war.  All  of  the  others  are  still  serving 
with  distinction. 

The  team  which  is  carrying  the  colors 
of  The  Olympic  Club  during  the  current 
season  has  been  built  around  Bill  Her- 
bert, Louis  Barbitti,  Axel  Ahlberg,  and 
Oscar  Dixon.  Rallying  to  the  call,  veter- 
ans Alec  Love  and  Rudy  Olson  have  come 
out  of  retirement.  Oscar  Dixon,  inci- 
dentally, has  been  a  member  for  twenty 
years.  It  is  safe  to  predict  that  these 
players  will  carry  on  to  maintain  the 
Olympian  traditions  until  the  boys  come 
back  and  resume  their  places  on  the  team. 

No  history  of  The  Olympic  Club's 
soccer  teams  would  be  complete  without 
special  reference  to  the  following  mem- 
bers, all  of  whom  played  an  important 
part: 

Edgar  Pomerqy — for  his  pioneer 
efforts  of  organization  and  management 
for  over  ten  years. 

Bob  Foster — who  played  for  twenty 
consecutive  years  and  often  carried  the 
team  on  his  shoulders,  scoring  more  goals 
than  any  other  player  in  the  history  of 
the  game  in  California.  Upon  his  retire- 
ment the  Board  of  Directors  awarded 
him  an  Honorary  Life  Membership  in 
the  Club.  He  enlisted  in  the  United  States 
Navy  two  and  a  half  years  ago. 

Bob  "Shorty"  Roberts — who  joined 
The  Olympic  Club  in  1915  and  for  over 
twenty  years  was  the  real  workhorse, 
doing  everything  necessary  in  the  man- 
agement while  others  received  the  credit. 
Although  Bob  is  now  located  in  Los  An- 
geles, he  retains  his  Club  affiliations, 
which  have  been  unbroken  for  twenty- 
nine  years. 

Billy  Von  Poellnitz — the  indispen- 
sable trainer,  who  during  the  entire 
thirty-year  life  of  the  Club's  soccer  teams 
has  given  so  much  in  time  and  effort  in 
keeping  the  players  in  condition  and  at- 
tending to  the  equipment. 

John  Elliott — the  Grand  Old  Man 
of  Sports,  who  passed  away  a  few  years 
ago.  Loved  by  all  who  knew  him,  he  was 
always  the  champion  of  the  Club's  soccer 
activities,  and  his  kindly  smile  and  words 
of  advice  to  the  players  is  cherished  by 
all  who  came  in  contact  with  him.  There 
are  some  things  in  life  that  once  we  lose 
them  can  never  be  replaced.  John  Elliott 
belonged  to  that  class.

good  as  "the  greatest  football  show  on 
earth." 

The  youth  of  our  Easterners  did  not 
make  them  easy  marks  for  the  battle- 
scarred  veterans  from  the  service  teams 
as  we  had  feared.  Even  the  West  had  to 
rely  on  a  19-year-old  freshman,  Herman 
Wedemeyer,  the  163-pound  back,  to  off- 
set the  passing  of  Hoernschemeyer  of 
Indiana,  another  18-year-old. 

Of  course  the  East  wasn't  satisfied  with 
a  tie  and  Captain  Peter  Pihos  of  the  East 
team  said,  "Where  I  come  from  we  don't 
play  for  ties." 

It  is  my  own  view — and  I'm  not  a  foot- 
ball expert — that  several  factors  make 
class  and  that  experience  is  only  one  of 
them.  In  a  game  like  our  all-star  aggre- 
gations, every  player  is  class.  He  may 
be  a  young  "natural"  like  Wedemeyer  or 
Sensanbaugher,  or  he  may  be  a  tried  and 
true  veteran  of  prep,  frosh,  varsity,  and 
then  a  service  team  like  De  Fruiter. 

This  year,  fellows,  we'll  have  a  chance 
to  see  some  good  players  from  the  Texas 
and  Missouri  Valley  conferences,  with 
Homer  Norton,  coach  of  Texas  A.  and  M., 
joining  our  West  team  coaching  staff  with 
our  Babe  Hollinbery  and  Percy  Locey  of 
Oregon  State.  Norton  will  introduce  the 
fighting  spirit  of  those  Texans  that  have 
upset  many  a  bowl  game  and  are  cur- 
rently making  Japanese  Imperials  sick  in 
the  South  Pacific. 

For  the  East  we  have  Andy  Kerr  for 
his  eighteenth  consecutive  year  of  East- 
West  coaching,  aided  by  not  only  George 
Hauser,  but  also  Lt.  Col.  Bernie  Bierman, 
U.  S.  Marines,  whom  Doctor  Hauser  just 
placed  on  the  military  list  of  the  U.  S. 
Marine  Corps. 

In  our  next  game,  including  the 
twentieth  anniversary,  the  age  and  ex- 
perience we  seem  destined  to  get  on  the 
West  from  the  service  teams  from  which 
many  of  our  players  will  naturally  come 
could  prove  too  great  for  the  type  of  foot- 
ball player  the  East  is  developing  this 
season.
